writing up the Torrey-Alexander 
revival meetings in that city for 
various religious papers in 
America, 

My soul was deeply stirred by 
the reports of the revival in Wales. 
I longed to see the spiritual awak- 
ening with my own eyes. 

Accompanied by a friend I left 
Liverpool to go to the center of 
the revival in Wales. And’ here 
is the story of our visit, written 
just after our return to Liverpool: 

“I have just returned from a 
two days’ visit to the storm center 
of the great Welsh revival which 
is sweeping over Wales like a cy- 
lone, lifting people into an ecstacy 
of spiritual fervor. Already over 
34,000 converts have been made, 
and -the great awakening shows 
no sing of waning. All observers 
agree that the movement iis fully 
as remarkable as the memorable 
revival of 1859-60. It is sweep- 
ing over hundreds of hamlets and 
cities, emptying saloons, theaters, 
and dance halls, and filling the 
churches night after night with 
praying multitudes. The police- 
men are almost idle; in many 
cases the magistrates have few 
trials on hand; debts are being 
paid; and the character of entire 
communities is being transformed 
almost ina day. Wales is studded 


with coal mines, and it is a com- 
mon occurrence to have prayer 
meetings held a thousand feet 
under ground jamid the tinkle of 
the horses’ bells and the weird 
twinkle of the miners’ lamps. 
“The leader of the revival is 
Mr. Evan Roberts, a young man 
only twenty-six years of age, who 
was a collier, and was later ap- 
prenticed to become a blacksmith 
Then he felt a call to the ministry 
and was a student in a prepara- 
tory school when the Spirit came 
upon him in such power that he 
felt impelled to return to his na- 
tive village of Loughor and tel: 
the people of God's love for them 
He did so, and as he spoke, the 
fire fell from Heaven upon the 
community. The people were s« 
stirred that they crowded int 
church after church, and remained 
until four o'clock in the morning 
The flame spread from district tc 
district throughout South Wales 
with almost incredible swiftness 
and soon scores of towns were be- 
ing shaken by the power of God 
From the beginning, however, Mr 
Roberts has been the leadef of the 
movement, and wherever he goe: 
the revival reaches fever heat. The 
foremost Welsh newspapers devote 
columns each day to his meetings 
and give photographs of him,

any man will do will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it 
be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself.” Or, as the Revised Ver- 
sion has it, “If any man willeth 
to do his will, he shall know of the 
teaching, whether it is of God, or 
whether I speak from myself.” 
You see, then, all the Bible bears 
out this clear teaching of James 
4:8, “Draw nigh to God, and he 
will draw nigh to you.” Those 
that seek God can find Him. 
“Those that seek God early can 
find Him,” says the Word of God. 


All Man’s Unbelief Is Simply 
Unwillingness to Seek God 
Notice, second; everything that 

is wrong with men is because they 

. do not seek for God. “But,” some- 

body says, “Brother Rice, the 

trouble with me is, Il am a good, 
honest man who wants to do right, 
but I just canot believe the Bible. 

I just cannot believe in God. I 

am an honest infidel, and I just 

cannot believe the thing is true. 

My trouble is that I just cannot 

believe it.” I answer back that 

what you are saying is contrary 
to the facts of the case, that what 
you are saying is not true. If you 
say you cannot believe in God, 
your trouble is not in your head, 
not in your intelligent head, but 
in your wicked heart. It is not 
mtelligence that makes people in- 
fidels. It is not education or sci- 
ence that makes people infidels. 

It is a wicked heart that makes 

people estranged from God. I 

have proven it many times and I 

can prove it to you again. 
Somebody says, “But Brother 

Rice, I just cannot believe the 

Bible.” Is that so! Many a man 

has told me that, and I have dis- 

covered that he did not know the 

Bible, did not read the Bible, had 

not made an honest, intelligent in- 

vestigation of the Bible. He was 
really talking out of the perver- 
sity of a heart that did not love 

God, did not seek God. While read- 

ing the lectures of Robert Ingersoll, 

I was impressed, as anybody with 

good sense ought to be, when Bob 

Ingersoll, talking about the Bible, 

said, ‘I hate it. I despise it!’ Of 

course he was an infidel! People 
who hate God’s Word, who hate 
the Light, ‘turn from the Light 
because their deeds are evil. If 
you do not believe in the Bible, 
what is wrong is you never made 
an honest, intelligent 
tion of it. Dr. Howard M, Kelly, 
who was for years a leading pro- 
fessor in Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity at Baltimore, and one of the 
leading scientific lights of his day, 
a man who had degrees from the 
principal universities of the world, 
said, “It occurred to me one time 
that it would be the sensible thing 
to see what the Bible says for it- 
self, so 1 began to read it.” Later 
he wrote, “For twenty-two years 

[I believe he said] I have read the 

Bible an average of two hours a 

day in six different languages, 

and I have never yet found any- 
body who intelligently and earn- 
estiy read the Bible, persistently 
read it, but who came to believe 
ps 

Somebody says, “but here is 
something I cannot believe.’ There 
are a few contradictions that have 
been hatched up by infidels and 
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passed around. God have pity on 
preachers in the pulpit, so-called 
preachers, blind leaders of the 
blind, infidels who want the money 
of the church, who want the ac- 
claim of common people, and try 
to break down their faith in the 
Bible by quoting from these old 
infidels. The truth of the matter 
is that by any intellient reading 
of the talk of infidels a person 
will find that they have not 
sought God. They did not under- 
stand the Bible. I dare any of 
you who hear me and who say 
you do not believe the Bible, to 
come and spend one hour going 
with me through Scriptures that 
you cannot explain on any other 
basis except the absolute inspira- 
tion of the Bible. I dare you to 
explain how Daniel could write 
the second chapter of Daniel and 
give an outline of all human his- 
tory, how he could say that the 
Babylonian Empire would be 
world-wide first; then following 
that would be the Media-Persian 
Empire; that that woukd be 
followed by the Grecian Empire; 


that that would be followed by the |

Roman Empire, etc. 


You cannot do it! 


I would like to have you ex- | 


plain how Job knew and then put 
it down in the Bible that He 
“hangeth the earth upon nothing” 
(Job 26:7). I ask you to explain 
how Isaiah, before there was even 
a telescope, before ever a human 
eye could invade the vastness of 
the starry heavens, could say that 
the world was round and “he.... 
sitteth upon the circle [or prop- 
erly translated, ‘the roundness’ ] 
of the earth” (Isa. 40:22). I would 
ask you to explain how Moses 
knew 3500 years ago, when the 
circulation of the ‘blood was not 
even known, when no one ever 
dreamed, scientifically speaking, 
that the life was carried on, all life 
processes, in the blood. He said, 
“The life of the flesh is in the 
blood” (Lev. 17:11). You cannot 
explain it! The truth is, the only 
people who do not believe in the 
Bible are the people who are hon- 
est enough, intelligent enough, 
forthright enough and longing to 
do right enough to read the Bible. 
God says that anybody who does 
not believe there is a God, is a 
fool. Psalm 14:1 says, ‘The fool 
hath said in his heart, There is no 
God.” “The heavens declare the 
glory of God; and the firmament 
sheweth his handywork. Day un- 
to day uttereth speech, and night, 
unto night showeth knowledge. 
There is no speech nor language, 
where their voice is not heard” 
(Psa. 19:1-3). A man who sees 
all the infinite hosts of the heavens 
and says there is no God, is a fool. 
Any man who ever looked through 
the microscope and saw the mil- 
lions and billions of tiny animals 
that are invisible to the naked 


eye, but made of God, and says’! 


there is not a creator, that man 
is a fool. When men know they 
never saw a life begin, never saw 
the spontaneous generation of life, 
never saw one species change to 
another, but believe in evolution, 
it is because they do not want 
to believe the Bible. 


Scientists have never found any 
missing link. The trouble about 
the missing link is that ALL the 
links are missing between the spe- 
cies. I speak now, and I challenge 
any scientist in the world to deny 
it—I make the challenge up and 
down America: there are no proofs 
of the scientific inaccuracies of the 
Bible. I challenge anyone to face 
me publicly with so-called inac- 
curacies. Nobody will bring up 
any evidence of ‘that. Those who 
deny the Bible live on guesses. 
They guess because they do not! 
want to believe the Bible. They 
do not want to believe in God. 
They do not want to believe that 
they must repent and meet God, 
or go to a place of torment. 


Honest Seekers Find God! 


You say, “But, Brother Rice, I 
have trouble believing in the res- 
urrection of Christ.”” Thomas did, 
too; but it was soon § settled. 
Thomas was an honest donbter. If 
you are an honest doubter, you 
will have it settled like Thomas 
did. When the other disciples said 
to Thomas, “We have seen the 
Lord,” Thomas said, “Except I 
shall see in his hands the prints 


of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will 
not believe.’ Jesus cafe the next 
week and said to him, “Thomas, 
reach hither thy finger, and be- 
hold my hands; and reach hither 
thy hand, and thrust it into my 
side.” God is Saying in the Scrip- 
ture I have used today, ‘Try Me 
and see. I will meet you there. I 
will meet you.’ 

Dr. B. H. Carroll who was the 
founder of Southwestern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, the great- 
est theologian among Southern 
Baptists in many a decade, came 
back from the Civil War to find 
his wife had played the hariot; 
came back believing Paine and Vol- 
taire and all those infidels. The 
stars had gone out in his sky. His 
infidelity left him barren and cold 
and with a broken heart. There 
was not a ray of light in the mid- 
night blackness of his soul. One 
day in a common brush arbor 
meeting he heard a preacher say, 
“He that willeth to do His will 
shall know of the doctrine. If 
you want to know, God will meet 
you on John 7:17.” With his 
crutches, (for he was wounded in 
the war), he hobbled forward and 
said to the man, “I am not saved, 
but I am willing to meet God on 
that. If God says He will do it, l 
will risk Him; I will see.” Then 
he said, “Do not let it be known; 
do not make any to-do. I am not 
claiming I am saved. I am just 
claiming that I am an honest 
doubter. Infidelity has not given 
me peace; and if God will meet 
me, I want him to do it.” He 
heard some women singing and 
God gave him peace. He went 
home. 

He said that that day he would 
not go to meals. That night he 
stayed awake all night and read 
Pilgrim’s Progress—ali night! In 
the early dawn of the morning he 
went down to see his mother. As 
she looked into his eyes, the eyes 
of this returned soldier who had 
been an infidel, she said, “My son, 
God has found you.” 


He said, “Yes, He has.” 

And B. H. Carroll said, “I knew 
that moment that I was a Chris- 
tian and I «new I would be a 
preacher.” Listen! I dare any- 
body in the world to try it. Draw 
nigh to God and see if He will not 
draw nigh to you.

He said, “I cannot help it, can I, 
if I do not believe in things like 
this ?”’ 

I said, “Sure you can help it.” 

He said, “How in the world can 
I help it? I have too much of a 
scientific mind.” That was the 
way he was talking, but the real 
truth is that he had read some 
of these little dinky, dirty, five- 
cent blue books and was quoting 
from Tom Paine and others like 
him; afid he thought he was smart. 

I said, ““You certainly can find 
out.” 

He said, “How?” 

I said, “Get down with me on 
your Knees here and pray.” 

He said, “But I do not believe 
there is a God.” 

I took out my pocket knife. 
“Now you may say you do not 
believe this knife is sharp, but it 
will stick you just the same. And 
if you will say, ‘O God, if there 
be a God, I seek You, I want 
You; if there is a God, and He 
will prove Himself to me, I will 
serve Him. If the Bible is God's 
Word, and I can know it, I will 
read it and live by it. If Jesus

want Him. I am not going to 
have Him.” 


You see, his trouble all the time 
was not his wicked head; it was 
his wicked heart, a perverse heart 
‘that was against God. 


What is wrong with people is 
this: they will not come to Je- 
sus. Jesus said to the Pharisees, 
“And ye will not come to me, that 
you might have life” (John 5:40). 
Do not ever say men cannot come. 
It is that they will not come. Do 
not say men cannot believe. Those 
men will not believe. Anybody 
who wants to know the truth can 
find out. 


Now let me say briefly a word 
about how a man can draw nigh 
to God. These Scriptures are 
very kind and tender—God’s sweet 
instruction. We read, “But he 
giveth more grace, Wherefore he 
saith, God resisteth the proud, but 
giveth grace unto the humble. 
Submit yourselves therefore to 
God. Resist the devil, and he will 
flee from you. Draw nigh to God, 
and he will draw nigh to you. 
Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; 
and purify your hearts, ye double 
minded. Be afflicted, and mourn, 
and weep’ (James 4:6-9). 


God Says, “Humble Yourself” 
if You Would Find God 
How shall a man seek God? 
Here is a man who is a sinner, 
away from God. Listen! You 
had better humble your proud, 
wicked heart. You had better 


say, “I will not talk any more 
against God.” You do not knew 
enough to.be proud anyhow. 


Let me talk to any professor .to- 
day. It happens that I was a 
college teacher. I did graduate 
work in the University of Chicago. 
It happens that I have been deal- 
ing in literature now a good many 
years. I am the editor of a paper. 
My books and pamphiets have 
been spread widely. Allow me to 
talk like a fool for a minute. I 
have had four and a half million 
copies of my books and pamphlets 
circulated. How many of you in- 
fidels have that? All right, now 
listen to me, you university pro- 
fessors, you infidels: what is 
wrong with you is that you never 
did humble that proud, wicked, 
and arrogant heart of yours! You 
think you are so smart. You think 
you are better than God Almighty. 
You think you know so much, You 
put up against the imfinite, im- 
pregnable Word of God your little 
guesses and suppositions and may- 
be-so’s and theories. And you 
‘say you want to find the truth? 
Nobody ever found any truth with- 
out humbling his heart. That is 
one of the doctrines of the scien- 
tists. Every true scientist has to 
be 2a humble man, looking for truth. 
And I say to any man who denies 
the Bible and denies Jesus Christ, 
that he is not humble. He is proud 
and arrogant and self-willed. His 
pride turns him away from God. 
That is what the Scripture said 
in Psalms that I read to you 4 


(moment ago. In Psatms 10:4 the 


Scripture says, “The wicked, 
through the pride of his counten- 
ance, will not seek after God: God 
is not in all his thoughts.” 


In Romans 3:11 the Scripture 
says, ‘There is none that seeketh 
after God.” And again in that third 
chapter of Romans, telling about 
how men are so wicked and how 
'they go on away from God and 
do not want God, the Scripture 
says in verse 18, “There is no 
fear of God before their eyes.” So 
if you want to draw nigh to God, 
‘first humble your heart. Get down 


bes your high horse, my brother. 


Maybe God will have to kill your 


baby to make you do it. Maybe 
God will have to strike you blind 
to make you doit. It may be that 
God will have to let the atomic 
bomb begin to work on America 
before some people learn to pray. 
Some people have to get in a fox- 
hole before they will pray. Some 
people had to be left in the mid- 
Pacific wastes of those multiplied 
millions of square miles in qa rub- 
ber raft before they ever learned 
to pray. I say, humble your heart 
if you want God. 

Well, then, you had better turn 


your heart from sin. Maybe you 
say, “I am all right.” Nobody in 
the world is all right. Everybody 


who ever made a New Year’s res- 
olution thereby confessed he was 
a sinner and a failure. You are 
not all you ought to be, and you 


know it Everybody who hears 
me is a guilty, Hell-deserving 
sinner, and you, in your heart, 


should confess it. If you want to 
do right you will. Anl if you get 
down and in your heart turn to 
God, you can find Him. Every 
now and then somebody comes to 
me and says, “Oh, I wonder if the 
Bible is true. I have doubts as 
to whether I am saved or not.” 
Half the time the trouble is that 
they got into some devilment. 
People do not feel right because 
they have not been doing right. 
That is usually the trouble. If you 
just get to doing right, God will 
help, you and meet you there. 
“Draw nigh to God, and he will 
draw nigh to you.” Why don't 
you say, “I'm going to seek God in 
His Word. I am going to seek 
God in the prayer closet. I am go- 
going to seek God in my heart 
with penitence for my sins.” The 
way to find God is found again in 
John 14:6, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man com- 
eth unto the Father, but by me.” 
If you will will say, “ I will submit 
to Jesus; I will trust Him: I will 
give up to Jesus and take Him 
as my Saviour,” you will find 
that peace can come in. 


An infidel I am going to tell 
about tonight at the Arena was 
wonderfully converted. When he 
was coverted, he did not have a 
bit of doubt in the world. When 
he got it once settled he was 
going to give up to Jesus, there 
were no doubts. Anybody im the 
world who is willing to risk the 
Lord will find his doubts fleeing 
away. “Draw night to God, and 
he will draw nigh to you.” Don’t 
you want to do it today? 

Is there some Christian who 
hears or reads this who is not very 
happy? Afll right, here is the 
remedy for a Christian. You are 
already saved, but draw nigh to 
your heavenly Father. “For we 
have not an high priest which can- 
not be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities; but was in all 
points tempted like as we are yet 
without sin. Let us_ therefore 
come boldly unto the throne of 
grace” (Heb. 4:15, 16). “For he 
knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust” (Psa. 103: 
14). Remember it is said about 
Jesus that He is “meek and lowly 
in heart; and ye shall find rest 
unto your souls” (Matt. 11:29). 
So whatever your trouble or bur- 
den, come, Christian and lost sin- 
ner. Will you say this very day, 
“IT will turn my heart to God. 
Whatever my doubts, whatever my 
troubles, I am going to turn to 
Jesus, and risk Him and trust 
Him today. Will you do that? 
He answers life’s problems. He 
answers life’s doubts and fears. 
He gives a peace the world cannot 
take away. I beg of you, I chal- 
lenge you; draw nigh to God to- 
day. 


Sinner, Will You Draw Nigh 
to God Today? 


Someone who reads this may 
give many foolish reasons as to 
iwhy, you say, you are not a Chris- 
tian. But the real truth is, your 
heart has never humbled itself be- 
fore God and you have never 
honestly sought to know the truth, 
sought to do right. What you 
need is to draw nigh to God! Re- 
gist the Devil. Humble yourself 
under the mighty hand of God. 
God is ready to reveal Himself 
}to every honest heart that sets out 
to know right and do right.

sus, beseeching Him to come and 
heal him. When Jesus arrived at 
the house the centurion came out 
to meet Him, saying, “Lord, I am 


not worthy that thou shouldest 
come under my roof; but speak 
the word only, and my servant 
shajJl be healed.”” It was a defihite 
expression of faith, and Jesus, 


amazed and delighted, said to him, 
“Go thy way; and as thou hast 
believed, so be it done unto thee.” 
And in that very hour his servant 
was healed. Whose faith was it 
that brought healing to the man? 


lt was the faith of his master, 
the centurion. We call this vicar- 
ious faith, a faith for the other 


man. 


On another occasion a woman of 


Canaan came to Jesus in behalf 
of her daughter, who was being 
tormented by Satan (Matt. 15:21- 
28). This mother was greatly 


burdened and distressed over her 
child’s condition and besought Je- 
sus to help her. He paid no at- 
tention to her pleadings. Still she 
followed Him along the highway, 
begging Him to help her daughter. 
Finally, in her desperation, she 
came as close as she could and 
cried out of her very heart, “Lord, 
help me.” Jesus paused and said 
to her, “It is not meet to take 
the children’s bread, and cast it 
to dogs.” Still persisting, she 
replted, “Truth, Lord: yet the dogs 
eat of the crumbs which fall from 
the master’s table.’ “O woman,” 
said Jesus, “great is thy faith: be 


it unto thee even as thou wilt.”’ 
Her daughter was delivered from 
satanic power even in that very 
hour. Whose faith was it that 
saved the daughter? Without 
doubt it was the faith of her 
mother. We call this vicarious 
faith. 


We find another instance of vi- 
carious faith in connection with the 
nobleman who came to Jesus in 
behalf of his son (John 4:46-53). 
This man had left the bedside of 
his dying son and journeyed twen- 
ty-five miles to where Jesus was. 
He begged Jesus to come and save 
his son who was at the point of 
death. The Master looked at him 
and said, “‘Excent you see signs 
and wonders, ye will not believe.” 
The man, in his desperation and 
concern for his boy, cried out, 
“Sir, come down ere my child die.”’ 
And Jesus, with loving tenderness, 
said to him, ‘‘Go thy way; thy son 
liveth.” The man believed and 
without another word, started for 
home. Before he arrived there he 
learned from his ‘servants who 
came to meet him that his son 
began to get better at the very 
hour Jesus gave His word of assur- 
ance. Whose faith was it that 
brought help to the son? It was 
the faith of a father exercised 
twenty-five miles away. Is not 
this vicarious faith? 


Vicarious Faith Is a Consist- 
ent Faith 


It is consistent because it works 
in harmony with the will of God. 
It is God’s will that men be saved. 
He sent His Son into the world to 
die upon a cross and thus make 
vicarious atonement for our sins. 
The Son of God gave Himself a 
ransom for us all. By this we 
know that God is not willing that 
we should perish. Our Lord calls 
all of His followers to this great 
and glorious ministry of saving 
the lost. In His wonderful prayer, 
recorded in John 17, He prays, 
‘Father, as thou hast sent me into 
the world, even so have I also 
sent thee into the world.’ As 
members of His body, the Church, 
we are to pray forthe salvation 
of the lost. We must pray in 
agreement of soul, “I say unto 
you,” says Jesus, “that if two of 
you shall agree on earth as touch- 
ing any thing that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
18:19). Mark you, this kind of 
prayer, coming from believers 
who are in perfect agreement, is 
inspired by the Holy Spirit and 
is in correspondence with the will 
of God.- When two people are 
thus in harmony with each other 
and are praying in the will of 
God, His promise will not fail. 
So He tells us in His Word. 

Are we praying for the lost 
souls about us? Do we who pro-

fess to be saved intercede for loved 


ones and for our neighbors who 
are dead in trespasses and sins 
and on their way to a world of 
eternal night? Remember, this 
kind of faith operates in behalf 


of the other man... It enters into 
his needs. Just as our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the sinless One, carried 
away the world’s sin by taking it 
unto Himself, so we also, in a 
measure, become the _ vicarious 
bearers of the world’s sorrow and 
shame, as we feel the burdens and 
sorrows of others and pray and 
believe for them. Multitudes of 
men and women have .been saved 
because of the faith of others who 
prayed and had faith for them. 


Vicarious Faith Is a Compas- 
sionate Faith 


The four men who brought their 
neighbor to Jesus must have been 
moved in his behalf by a feeling 
of compassion. In the same spirit 
of love and compassion Jesus gazZ- 


ed upon the multitudes’ that 
thronged His ministry. We who 
claim to be His followers should 


manifest the spirit toward 
those who are lost; We must not 
be like the Pharisees of Christ’s 
day. They despised sinners and 
treated them with contempt. If 
we would help men to be saved 
we must come to the place where 
we feel it would break our hearts 
to see them lost in perdition. There 
are some souls about us who have

lost all faith and who consider 
their case as hopeless. If they 
are ever to be saved, someone 
must come to their rescue and, 


exercising vicarious faith, with 
prayer and supplication, bring en- 
couragement and hope to them. 
While conducting a union revival 
campaign in an eastern city some 
years ago, we were greatly bur- 
dened for a prominent man who 
was said to be almost an atheist. 
He attended our services night 
after night, something he had 
never been known to do before. 
For four weeks the song leader 
and I prayed for this man every 
day in my hotel room. During 
the progress of the meetings in 
which close to a thousand souls 
were saved, we spoke to him sev- 
eral times about accepting Christ 
as his Saviour, only to be met 
with cold rejection. Near the close 
of the last service 1 went to him 


for the last time and said, “My 
gear friend, I have prayed for 
you these four weks, and I am 


so interested in your welfare that 
I beg of you to come alone with 
me and let.me help you before 
we leave the church.” 


For the first time I saw tears 
in his eyes, and his lips trembled 
as he said, ““‘Please don’t speak to 
me of this any more. It is a 
waste of time.” 


I said, “Very well; but I shall 
not cease praying for you until 
you write and tell me my prayers 
have been answered.” 


On the next day before depart- 
ing for a distant city, 1 received 
a letter from him in which he 
wrote, “Dear Mr. Weigle: I thank 
you for your interest in me and 
the welfare of my soul, but wish 
to tell you that I am sixty years 
old and my case is hopeless. I 
have waited too long. So do not 
pray for me any more.” 


I wrote to this dear man and 
said, “I do not believe* your case 
is hopeless; God does not say so 
and Christ died to save you. 
Hence I will continue to pray for 
you,” 


Within three weeks he wrote 
me a beautiful letter, telling me 
my prayers had been answered 
and that he was saved and had 
united with the church. You may 
imagine what a joy filled my 
heart! it 


Vicarious Faith Is a Conquer- 
ing Faith 


Vicarious faith overcomes all 
obstacles. It persists in its pur- 
pose, regardless of circumstances. 
It never despairs or gives up. 
The four men who brought the 
palsied man to Jesus had many 
things to overcome. When they 
reached the door of the house 
where- Jesus was and found the 
place so crowded they could not 
enter the door, they carried the 
man to the roof and lowered him 
to the feet of Jesus, Nothing

Christian workers too 


soon, 
are given up and left alone in 
their helplessness because of some 
trifling hindrance. The whole 
teaching of our Lord is that we 
are to persist in prayer and sup- 
plication and with a faith that 
will take no denial. We must look 
upon souls aS being so infinitely 
precious that we will never cease 
praying and believing for their 
final surrender to the One who 
died to save them. As sonteone 
has said, “Consider them as price- 
less jewels fit for the crown of 
our blessed Redeemer and there- 
fore worthy of our untiring ef- 
forts in their behalf.” 


Remember the nobleman who 
came to Jesus in behalf of his son 
who was dying. That father went 
a long ways to find the Saviour 
and obtain help for his son. What 
a tremendous responsibility rests 
upon fathers who claim to be 
Christians! I fear there are many 
of them who have no burden for 
the salvation of their sons. 


In one of our southern states 
a young man lay dying. His 
father, a deacon in a Baptist 


church, was standing at the bed- 
side. Other members of the fam- 
ily were gathered in the room. 
The dying man realizing that he 
was about to die, looked into his 
father’s face and said, “Dad, Il 
have lived in your home for 
twenty-one years. In all those 
years you have have never said 
a word to me about my soul! I've 
never heard you pray for my sal- 
vation.” Then, pausing a few mo- 
ments as if to gather strength, he 
continued with heart-breaking 
pathos, “I am dying unsaved! I 
am going into Hell from the home 
of a Baptist deacon!” His voice 
died away as his spirit went into 
another world to meet God. 
Think of the tragedy of it all. 
How many Baptist deacons, how 


many Methodist stewards, how 
many Presbyterian elders and 
other church officials are living 
today whose voices are never 


heard in prayer, pleading for the 
salvation of loved ones. How we 
thank God for the godly men who, 
with kind words and tender sym- 
pathetic endeavor, have led their 
sons into a saving knowledge of 
Christ. What a blessed and glor- 
ious privilege this is for a follow- 
er of Christ! To be used as an 
instrument in the hand of God in 
bringing one’s own child out of 
sin’s darkness into God’s marvel- 
ous light is to have a source of 
joy that will remain through 
all eternity. 

Consider the woman of Canaan 
who came to Jesus in behalf of 
her daughter. How determined 
and persistent she was! She was 
even willing to be treated like a 
dog eating the crumbs that fell 
from the table, if by so doing her 
daughter would be saved. She 
had one great longing desire and 
nothing could turn her aside from 
its obtainment. Would God we 
had a multitude of mothers in 
our churches today who, with 
faith like this woman of Canaan, 
would plead with God for the sal- 
vation of their daughters. There 
are thousands of girls in so-called 
Christian homes of America who 
may never be saved unless their 
mothers awaken to their responsi- 
bility and plead for them at the 
throne of grace.

“It was my good fortune to take 
two meals with Mr. Roberts, and 
to attend three meetings he con- 
ducted.

“At noon on Tuesday I wired 
one of the leading Welsh news- 
papers, asking where Mr. Roberts 
would speak that evening.

One hand wag up- 
raised, and her tones were ful] of 
agonized pleading, and though it 
was in Welsh, so that I could not 
understand a word she uttered, 
yet it sent a strange thrill through 
me. Then a young man arose, and 
with rapt upraised face prayed as 
though he were in the presence of 
the Almighty. The entire atmos- 
phere of the room was white-hot 
with spiritual emotion, and my 
chief thought was: ‘This is a 
picture of what must have occur- 
red in the early church in the first 


“A hymn was now started, and 
my attention was riveted on Evan 
stood in the pulpit 
and led the music with face ir- 
radiated with joy, smiles, and even 
laughter. What impressed me 
most was his utter naturalness, 
his entire absence of solemnity. He | 
seemed just bubbling over with | 
sheer happiness, just as jubilant | 
young man at a baseball 
game. He did not preach; he 
simply talked between the prayers 
and songs and testimonies, and 
then rarely more than a few 
sentences at a time. Imagine a 
Christian Endeavor meeting where 
those present are wrougnt up to 
a pitch of holy enthusiasm until 
they are figuratively ‘on fire,’ and 
you wil] have a picture of the pro- 


ceedings at Trinity Chapel that 
night. 
“To my surprise the meeting 


terminated at 10:30. The reason 
for this, it was explained, is that 
Swansea is a city of nearly 100,000 
population, and the people must 
go to their work early in the morn- 
ing. We were also informed that 
Mr. Roberts was now usually end- 
ing the meetings at about that 
hour so as to avoid a nervous col- 
lapse. 

“The next morning my friend 
and I went to the place where Mr. 
Roberts was staying, and were not 
only successful in securing a 
cordial interview, but were also 
invited to have luncheon with him. 
In appearance the young evange- 
list is of medium height, slender, 


brown-haired. He is extremely 


nervoug in temperament, and hie 
pallor showed the strain of the 
meetings upon him. When asked@ 
for a message for America, he 
grasped my hand, and gave me 
the following:-

“The afternoon and evening 
meetings we attended were very 
largely like the first one, save 
that in each meeting the mood af 
Mr. Roberts was different. At the’ 
afternoon meeting, while describ 
ing the agony of Christ in the 
Garden of Gethsemane, he broke 
down and sobbed from the puipit, 
while scores in the building wept 
with him. The meeting had been 
announced to begin at 2 p. m., but 
before 12 the building was packed, 
although it was at the edge of the 
city. It was with the utmost dif- 
ficulty, aided by the police, that 
my friend and I squeezed ourselves 
in at the rear door, and then we 
stood near the pulpit scarcely able 
to move an arm. The air was 
stifling, but the people minded thm 
not a whit. They had forgotten 
the things of earth and stood 
the presence of God. The meeting 
began about noon, and went on at 
white heat for two hours before 
Mr. Roberts arrived. and ended at* 
4:30 p. m. 

“At the evening meeting Mg. 
Roberts was Silent much of the 
time. For full twenty minutes he 
sat or stood motionless with closed 
eyes. But the meeting went on 
just as fervidly as though he were 
speaking. It was strange indeed 
to hear some one praying U> 
disturbed while a hymn was being 
sung; or to hear two, three, or 
four engaged in prayer at the 
same time; yet, as has been so 
often remarked, there was perfect 
order in the midst of the seem- 
ing disorder. It was the Lord's

The Power of Prayer 

“Numerous accounts have been 
given of the beginning of the 
mighty awakening, no two 
which agree. Some attribute 
a young girl 
Christian Endeavor meeting with 
such fervor that her hearers were 
melted into tears, and the flame 
started there. Others declare that 
it began when Evan Roberts went 
back to his native town of Loughor 
two months ago, and set it on fire 
with ‘his Spirit- filleq pleading to 
accept Christ. ‘But the fact is 
that the revival broke out in a 
score of places almost simultane- 
ously, and Evan Roberts and the 
other young and fiery evangelists 
who have arisen during the last 
few weeks are largely the products 
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rather than the causes of the 
awakening. 
“The true origin of the move- 


ment is probably to be found in 
the prayer circles which have 
honeycombed Wales for the last 
eighteen months. The people who 
had banded themselves together 
were crying out mightily for a 
revival, and God at length graci- 
ously answered the prayers of His 


saints. It is interesting to Amer 
cans to know how the prayer 
circles were started. A lady liv- 


ing in Australia read a book by 


Dr. R. A. Torrey, in which he re- 
iterated the statement that we 
must ‘pray through’ for revival. 
At that time Dr. Torrey and Mr. 
Charles M. Alexander, noted 
American evangelist, were con- 
ducting their great revival in Mel- 
bourne, the success of which was 
largely due to the 2,000 prayer 
circles which were held through- 
out the city. Shortly afterward 
the lady, who had been so stirred 
by Dr. Torrey’s book, came to 
England. She became the means 
of starting thousands of prayer 


circles throughout the British Lles. 
the object of which was to pray 
for a world-wide revival. The 
answer to those prayers has come 
in part in the Welsh awakening, 
and may God speed the day when 
the revival fires will spread all 
over Britain and America, and 
throughout the entire world!”
